j Dropjies of all forts. The Fruit well roalted and eaten with 
jfagree cures Bloody Fluxes, and with Honey cures Cough and rfjl- 
ma. Thefe ferve for a hundred things more, mixt with other 
Phyfick. 

The Fruit when frefh are fmooth and oval, when half ripe. 
Green, when full ripe fome are Yellow, fome Purplijh, accord¬ 
ing as they refpeft the Sun or Shade. Either green or ripe, they 
have a very harfh tafte. They grow 15 or 16 foot high, and 
almoft a foot diameter. S. B.

5. Shuracai Carcai. They fay is a finger long, and 2 or 3 thick . 

6 . Neapaula Carcai. No good defeription of this as yet. 

Danmantree Carcai. This it’s faid is us big as the Cydcnia In - 

dica , and like it both in form and fmoothnefe. This they fay 
will purge as many times as it’s fmelt to : In the Prosperity of 
St. Thomas they were fold for 2 Rupees apiece ; I am told that a 
Moor whofe Name is Emann Begg has one of thde, and if lo, Pll 
procure a fight of it. If thefe grow hereabout, as I am informed, 
Pll procure them, nay, if within 200 miles of this place. Three 
forts I have now procured, and fern their Specimens, .viz. the 
Myrob , Citrina and Bellerica in this fixth book of odd Plants, and 
the Emblica in the 3d No 106. I fhall fhortly have - the Mirob. 
Indica , and then Pll fend it. S. B. 

Since 
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Since I made thefe Collections, I went again up the country, 
and in my way call’d at Sange veras Pollum , where many of the 
Citrin Myrobans , or Carcai Trees grow, and faw them gather 
the tender Fruit of the faid Trees, which the Wind blew down 
on the ground •, thefe the Natives having dryed well in the Sun 
differed nothing from the Myrobalanus Indica; the Natives alfo 
affirmed they were the Pinge Carcai , fo that the black and citrin 
Myrobalan do both grow on one Tree. Of this after further en ¬ 
quiry will fend a fuller account. 

But I can’t forbear adding, that what Parkirtfon condemns for 
an Error in Mefue , may not be fo •, the laft afferts that the Che- 
bula , Citrina and Indica grow all on the fame Tree •, the 2 laft 
I know do, and it may be the firft do fo too, in the fertile foils 
of Arabia and Perfia: (India , at leaft the Sea Coafts are fterile 
in comparifon with them) but here the Citrin Myrobalans which 
grow in rich grounds, both Tree and Fruit is larger than the com¬ 
mon, and tho the Fruit is not quite fo large as thofe that come 
from the borders of Perfia , or inland richer Soyls, yet are very 
much alike as to form, fubftance or tafte. 5 . B.

feldom exceeds a foot, often lefs, the reft all white Sap: The 
Fruit is good to eat, being very fweet, like Chetapaulum and Ata- 
paulum , S. B. 5. 193. the Seed of which laft and thefe are exact¬ 
ly alike : I therefore count them to be of kin. I can’t as yet 
learn that the Natives ufe this in Phyfick, except here and there 
one, who ufe it as an ingredient in their Cuddanee (which is De- 
codtions for the Pox ) which pofiibly they may have done in imi¬ 
tation of the Portuguefe , who do the fame. S. B.

It grows in Ponds from a light, fpongy, 
long trailing Jlalk, which fpreads much, is about a finger thick 
when wet, but when dry {brinks to a fmall matter, as may be 
feen by the white part of the ftalk of this Plant, which ferves 
for a Root: The Natives neither eat, nor ufe this in Phyfick, but 
they believe if the Juice of it be rubb’d on JVomans Breads, which 
are too big, it will make them little, and alfo will dry away 
Milk.

This is com¬ 
monly eaten by the Natives as Food; it’s of no ufe in Phyfick , 
but thefe People fay that if the Juice of it be rubb’d on the 
Hands of any perfon, and he ftroaks the Breafts of a Woman, 
’twill caufe her to love him ; they are full of thefe ridiculous (lo¬ 
ries. S. B. 

. The Hort. Malab. alfo afferts Vol. 9. p. 37. that the Natives 
fuperftitioufly believe it will provoke Love, and reftore loft Vir¬ 
ginity. To this let me add another fpecies, viz.

&c. of thefe 3, which they cut fmall, and put into a very great 
Earthen-pot, covered with a flat earthen pan, and lute it on •, in 
the bottom of the great Pot they make a hole big as a Sail Nee¬ 
dle, to which they apply a fmall Pan to receive the Oyl, the great 
Pan being buried half way in the ground, they make a Fire 
round it with Cow Dung, till all the Oyl is diftilled into the 
Pan below. This cures, they fay, all forts of venomous bites 
and Vondaguddee: but againfl: that of the Cobree de Capello ’twill 
do no good, as I have tryed. S. B.
